BXCLtroiNG THE PRESS. 

Wo liavu moru lliaii oiioo obecrved, on iho 
part of public or semi-piiblio bodies in tlio col- 
ony, a disposition lo keep tlieii' proceedings 
excluded from public ob.servulioii . We can. 
nut deny ibat tbey hiivo a very promiuonl, 
though, at the snuie time, a most uujustilia- 
ble e.\Bmplc, for thi? inoie of procedure in 
our Leijislative Council. No one out.^idc of 
lhat body altonipta lo defend the narrow- 
minded and illibernl p)licy which has caused 
thotn tO'SbroDd their maoagemeDt' of our uf- 
Taira in inoii 'sMrecy/So mnch are tlio public 
cohVincod of the '.misconduct of the Upper 
House in tiiia respect, that they will, no 
doubt, make it a tost question at the next 
election; and if thing's are properly managed, 
men will be reiurned who will iinsist upon 
the anomaly being swept away. Of coutso, 
wo do not mean to place nil the bodies, to 
whom wo have alluded . upon tho same fcot- 
iog at the Legislative Council being liable 
neither for illiboralily nor aa to the same ex- 
tent to account to I'.ie public lor their aclious-. 
Nevertheless, as matters of ri;enrnil interest 
are very often discusred and made the sub- 
ject of action by those associations of indi- 
vicluala, and as the catnbincd.ellojts of Ibe 
persons coniposinif them iriust'? ii'DdtuWiy 
exert consideiablo influence in having 
these views put in prnctiee, it is only fair that 
the < public out side. flmnUl have an opportu- 
nity to comment upon and watcli llie pro- 
gress ol such nioetinga. There is nothing like 
public criticism for tsiving a proper direction 
to matters ol public ini[xirt. There is do sub 
jcct — if worth anything nl all — that will bo 
any the worse for being well handled. Pub- 
lic safety and interest require, that there should 
be no concealment uf matters afTectiufr tho 
general goi.d. 'rrnnsactioiia that will not 
beir tho light musl be bad, while those 
that will, are never so perfect that some 
improvement nmy not be suggested. We 
mnsl question, therefore, the conduct oftKoSe 
semi-public bodies whu would prevent llicir 
proceedings from beinp; published, cspt'ciiilly 
when thoy relate lo bi.siiiess in vvhic-h the 
public arc concorued. Secrecy always en- 
genders suspicion. Mistrust is engondorod 
in the minds of, those who; might otherwise 
back np tho cbndiict whose results, when 
concealment has been practiced, tliBv con- 
demn or Vook upon without interest. Wliy, 
for instance, should a body like the Chamber 
of Commerce, wish lo prevent their pfoccc<l- 
ings from being published when they relate 
to matterg in which tho piibUo, feel a deep 
interest? The merchants of Yictoria forju a 
very respcotablo and intelligent proportion 
of our population, arid naturally wield con- 
oiderable influence. Their opinions, there- 
fore, on matters of coiiimcrcial imporlauce 
are entitled to a great deal of respect. Yet 
those opinions would sufTer nolhinj^ eillior 
in corrcctnesa or weight were they bnckod 
up by the public in gcncrnl. This 
cannot eflectually occur unless tbey be- 
come part of public thought through the 
columns of the press. It is thus a sound 
public opinion may be crealed. In this 
manner a small portion of tlie leaven from 
the thoughts of material men may most ef- 
feojgally^ and boneGcially iDfluenee the great, 
mass of society. 

We would like, therefore, to SCO 'roaiters 
conducted in a little more manly *woy"thaii' 
has sometimes been Iho case in this city. 
AVe cannot see that any harm can bo done 
by allowing reports to be made for publiea- 
tiOD of ' the proceedings ol asso.iiations such 
■re here mentioned above, so long as they 
have'any pnblic bearing. It is the only way 
to give Batisfaction, as reports will be made 
in any event. If not permitlcd openly they 
will be obtained suiroptiliously. In the 
latter case from their uncertahity they are 
far more likely to do ao injury than if taken 
above-board. 

TTNION OF THE COLONIES. 

In n colony situated as wc at present 
are, polilics must nalnrally take, now and 
then, u little wider ran;;e than merely local 
matters afford. Our proximity to a mighty 
nation, shaken to ita very foundation by the 
throes of civil war, cannot render us an in- 
difTerent .^pcetatiir. What the results of the 
etrussle will be, and how we may be affected 
by any changes that may lake place, are 
questions which have for lis the deepest inte- 
rest. That the North and Sonth will be di- 
vided, seems every day to be growing more 
probable. That they will not be the only 
sections of the Great Itepublic which will be 
dit&iotegiated, is almost equally certain. The 
groat boundaries in which nat ure has mapped 
out the world, and separated tho nut ions wliicli 
inhabit it, are not likely lo l>o without Iheir 
influence on this continent. Tho great b:ic-k- 
bone of the netx voM has ; separated the 
Southern hemisphere, and will it be strange 
if it docs the sumo in the North ? Com- 
bined with the social inflneiico which repmli- 
atipii, and: perhaps anarchy, would e.vcrl, ii 
scarcely rcrpiiies a prophet lo foresee through 
it, the fJolden Stale and the other Slates auit 
Territories of tho western slope of the Rocky 
M.<9i}t>,laii3s sepatuting from their .sister States 
asd Tenttories and, forming a Puoifjc Con- 
fcderation. The question then comes up, how 
lyoijld wc he nlTected by such n contingencv? 
"Would our pn.sitiou be im])rove(l or injured 
by the change? The answers to these (pics- 
tions depend u good deal upon ourselvp?, 
and how we suit our policy to meet tho turn 
events may take. 

That a union would be anywise likely to 
take place bclwecu those colonies and any o! 
tho sinlos soulb af ns is not nt present to be 
thought of. They would not como umler the 
crown of Uritain, and wo would not bo in aiiv 
hurry to leave it. There would then lie two 
Governments side by side, which thouf^h hav- 
ing many interests in common, would have 
nnany mote that were antagonistic. San 
Francisco, which aspires lo be the Tyre of 
tho Pacific and like it to monopolize a large 
poriion of the trade ef Asia, would TcaTo nx)

Seeing the a'h'aufai,'cs n free 
port system gives us, she would not hasiiato 
to become a fre» pott also— a boon which 
Californian inO.uance would havo rio diffi- 
culty in obtaining for her. The Confodera- 
tion of the rucillc would still retain all the 
cxcliisivoness of the old navigation laws of l!ie 
United Stutc.i, especially tlioso ulTeetin;; llio 
ooosting trade. Every efl.irl would of conrse 
bo made to monopolize the commerce of the 
Facifio, and to this the united action of 
all the stales on the Facillo would contrfbule 
much. Wo would then have to elllier modify 
our relations to each other or sulTor a serious 
less. Jnelead of being us wa uro now, three 
different provir:ccs, wo would then require to 
be CDS. It irould norer do to have our pro- 



ress retirdc d through a wont of unily cf 
action. This want of unily would be the 
almost certain result of three different gov- 
ernments. Seperation of territory ia euro to 
beget local jewlousies, and hove oaijh-politlool 
division worlkiiig ut cross purposes. This 
would never do. If wo of the north raeifio wish 
ever to become groat wo must write. Cnm- 
biucd, wc would bu .strong in ii)tclligoiicc, re 
soiircesandsinglonifss of action. Separuted wb 
would he, commercially speaking, completely 
at the ineicy of jur Soatberu neighbors. By 
Union e'ven-BoW-^for now it otight to lokc 
place-we would build up a .^hipping of British 
bottoms, instead ol alluwiiig it to coiiloini at 
a disadvantage aa is tho caso nt present — 
with Amorteaii V6«SeI«-;ii,,T^io between 
this Island and British Odiumbia or Stckin 
is in reality a coasting trade, and should be 
rc-ic rvcd for our own shipping the samo lu 
til Auiericans reserve lhaira. Looking at 
ihi' union of tho Colonies fnirn the stand- 
point of lijcul politics we ut once purceivo 
the great advantages that would result from 
such a meuauro. Tho population of tlia ad- 
jacent colonies must- henoeforth bo snob Bs 
would deserve some sort ol representation. 
This represeulation liowever must be very 
impeifect for some tiiiio tn come, unless tho 
members for nil the ooionies sit as one bodv. 
J!y doing so they would form a suliiclently 
lurgo body from which to choose a lesponsihle 
ministry. Every one must admit that lliit 
is a desirable object. Wo have not space at 
[iresent to onler more fully into the pros and 
com uf tlic question, we ^hbpel -hirtcTiBr, to 
.see it pretty well discussed heforc tho ensu- 
ing olectioii, as it is ono which most inli- 
malely concerns the community.
